Labor Men on 
Regents Board 


Farmer and labor representation 


on the board of university and nor- 
mal regents is recommended by the 
state board of education in its pro- 
gram to be presented to the legis- 
lature when it convenes in January. 
At least two representatives of la- 
bor and two of farmers are asked. 


One of the urgent demands or the 


legislature will be for a reorganiza- 
tion of the regents as suggested in 
the board of education program, ac- 
cording to friends of the plan. They 
expect support of the governor in. 
their effort to bring about the pro- 
posed change. 


Similar plans haw been brought 


before the legislators in previous 
sessions. During the 1919 meeting 
a bill was introduced in the assem- 
bly by H. A. Marth 
of 
Wausau 


which proposed that tho board of 
regents should have 12 members 
three to represent labor, three busi- 
ness men, three farmers, and three 
members of the faculty of the uni- 
versity. 


This proposal, after 
discussion, 


was indefinitely postponed on Apri! 
0 by a vote of 50 to 29. This year 
friends of the proposed change say 
that it will receivo favorable con- 
sideration "because of the support ic 
•s likely to have from, the new gov- 
ernor.

STILL MENACE 


Health Board Sends Out 


Call for Action Against 


Disease 


Whh nine days of November re- 


cording 289 cases of diphtheria in 
Wisconsin, a total far in excess «£ 
the normal number for the entire 
month, which is about 217, the state 
board of health to'day sounded a call 
for more concerted action against 
this and other "child-killers" which 
are unusually prevalent at the pres • 
ent time. 
"The 'child-killing' communicable 


diseases, and incidentally the mala- 
dies causing the greatest amount of 
suffering among children," says the 
board, "are • diphtheria, 
measles, 


scarlet fever and whooping cough. 
For several months past the number 
of cases of these diseases reported 
to- this department has greatly ex- 
ceeded all previous records. 


"While it is difficult to enumerate 


all of the factors concerned in the 
prevention and control of these dis- 
eases, there are several important 
points which deserve emphasis. Of 
the greatest value in avoiding con- 
tact with the 'child-killers' i» the 
knowledge that the vast majority of 
deaths from these diseases (in some 
instances as high as 95 per cent), 
occur in children under 5 years of 
age. Obviously, therefore, parents 
who guard their children from infec- 
tion during this crucial age period, 
stand an excellent chance of having 
their offspring escape .sickness. 


"Another essential is to shun the 


presence of persons having-symp- 
toms suspicious of illtiess. It 
is 


time to realize that a person with a 
mild cough, running nose, fever, or 
rash may cause others to become 
seriously ill and in some instances 
to die. 
"Before noticeable results .can DO 


hoped 
for, 
however, physicians, 


nurses, local health 
officers 
and 


above all, the people, must insist 
upon the close observance of recog- 
nized procedure for 
limiting 
the 


spread of communicable disease. The 
rules and regulations of the state 
board of health are clear cut, tem- 
pered by long experience and there- 
fore sane. Wore these regulations 
carefully applied by local authorities 
and observed by the people gener- 
ally, -tne 
'child-killers' 
would no 


longer menace the lives of our loved 
ones and the 
happiness 
of our 


homes."

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GETTING BACK TO NORMALCY 


A 


REPEAL of the excess profit tax, and a speeding up of 
labor so that there may be a greater product per capita 


seem to be two of the things that the American Bankers Asso- 
ciation emphasize to put industrial conditions "back to nor- 
malcy." 


The excess profit tax is iniquitous because it puts a burden 


on all the bis profiteers. A concern in New York city recently 
admitted through one of its own employes that it had purchased 
300,000 raincoats from the government at 25 cents each. Then 
they sold them out to chain stores at $2.50 each, thus making a 
profit of 900 per ce.nt. How much the chain stores obtained for 
them, we do not know, probably not less than S3.50 or $4.00. 
How sad it would be if this concern which made the profit of 
900 per cent on 300,000 coats were obliged to pay a heavy excess 
profit tax. 


And as to speeding up production in order to reduce prices, 


Secretary Morrison of the American Federation of Labor said : 


"Let the bankers tell their story of the need for greater 


production to the thousands of workers who have been laid off 
recently. 


"Or let them tell the coal miners to work harder. The 


miners are smashing all production records, and yet the price 
of coal is most exorbitant." 


Controller of the Currency Williams believes the big bank- 


ers could do something to produce normalcy if they would quit 
profiteering in money. Mr. Williams charges them with bor- 
rowing money from the government at 4 and one-halt and six 
per cent and loaning it out as high as 15, 20, 25 and 30 per cent. 


The bankers, however, got back at Mr. Williams and passed 


some solemn rrsolutions, deploring any move that would "weak- 
en the people's faith" in the New York bankers.

HE existence of a secret treaty, negotiated three months ago, 
•'between Great Britain, France and Italy over the carving 


of Turkey has-once more served to indicate to the people of this 
country what we are in for if we decide to become a party to the 
riff airs of Europe. 


It is undoubtedly a safe prediction to say that this Is not 


the only secret treaty that has been concluded between the 
powers of the world since the conclusion of the armistice and of 
which the United States is in complete ignorance. 


Discussing this treaty The Chicago Tribune says: 
"The caring of Turkey by Great Britain, France, and Italy 


has been a process observable even at this distance for some 
time. The disclosure of a tripartite treaty negotiated some 
three months ago ought to help America to make up her mind to 
get out of that part of the world. 


"We are in just now for the sole purpose of spending money 


for the relief of the people whose land the three powers are en- 
gaged in tailing over for the natural resources it possesses. 
Great Britain, France, and Italy find money to spend on military 
and business exploitation in this region, but it is Uncle Sam who 
pays for the succor of the people made destitute. The great 
powers make the orphans. We feed them. 


"We are sorry for the orphans. We don't want, them to 


die, but our presence in Asia Minor, despite the work we are 
doing there, arouses suspicion and resentment, and can accom- 
plish nothing constructive for ourselves or the people we are 
now saving from starvation. 


"If Great Britain, France, and Italy recognize any obliga- 


tions to humanity it is for thenrs'not the United States, to pro- 
vide for the Armenians and other wretched people of the near 
east. If they spend millions on bullets, they can spend a little 
on bread." \

It is only natural for the grain 


dealers to defend the present sys- 
t»m of grain marketing, and to at- 


"tack projects for co-operative mar- 
keting of farm products because 
their livelihood 
depends 
upon it. 


FoEHrfMy the best answer to their 
attack from the farmers' viewpoint 
lies in the notion i.f the wheat mar- 
ket yesterday. 
On » false rumor 
that 60 j?er font of the American 


farmers' wheat had .been marketed, 
coupled with a government crop re- 
port showing a decrease of a few 
hundred thousand bushels or less 
than 1 per cent in the supply, the 
futures market went up to 8 to 10 
cents. While this was going on, 
the price of cash wheat was going 
down, so that farmers profited little 
from the rise. To prevent such ab- 
normal and illogical fluctuations is 
nne of the objects 
of conservative 


farmers in promoting large scale 
collective marketing. 


The farmers have come to look on 


the grain exchanges with grave dis- 
trust,-and not entirely without rea- 
son. To brand the efforts of farm- 
ers to change that system, or to 
substitute for it a co-operative sys- 
tem of their own as a radical mani- 
festation is foolish. Those who are 
promoting co-operative 
effort are 


anything but radicals. They 
arc 


acting 
within' 
thei" legitimate 


rights, and are seeking to carry out 
their project' lawfully and without 
offense to American traditions. 


The recent decline of -wheat to a 


point more than a dollar a bushel 
below -where it was last June, a de- 
cline which may be due to a num- 
ber of causes, one "of which Senator 
Kellogg pointed out in his speech at 
Crookston, has. given impetus to the 
co-operative marketing movement.

The same order of l*ie commission 
protects does and fawns, allowing 
only the killing of bucks with horns 
not less than three inches long, from 
Nov. 21 to Nov. 30.
